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MOSCOW, RUSSIA; During the May 1991 joint British/Soviet 
excursion in the MIR Space Station, the publication " National 
Affairs " reported the Moscow Central Television First Program's 
Vrenya newscast on May 21, 1991 that the crew observed and video 
taped a circling UFO near the orbiting platform on May 20th. 

The broadcast included the video tape of a large phosphorescent 
object of considerable size hovering around the MIR platform. 
Cosmonaut, Muso Manarov, who was shooting the film, stated 
he felt that the object was reflection coming from the Soyuz 
cargo craft docked at the MIR station. Nonetheless, Vremya's 
correspondent P. Orlov expressed the government's concern over 
the appearance of the object and its proximity to the MIR 
station. Said Orlov in his telecast, "The fact is quite 
interesting indeed and perhaps, fairly alarming."

BUCHAREST, ROMANIA : An unidentified flying object was observed 
by many residents as it moved back and forth in a regular motion 
over the Romanian Capitol of Bucharest during the night of May 
30-31, 1991. One witness, a journalist for Agence France Presse, 
described a bright object, probably at an altitude of several 
thousand feet and clearly visible despite heavy cloud cover. 

A Romanian Defense official reported that nothing unusual had 
been observed and suggested that the sighting may have been 
an optical illusion or a trick of the weather.

FREDRICKSBURG, VIRGINIA : A report received through the auspicious 
of a confidential source in the FAA which was transmitted to 
LIUFON's Dick Ruhl indicates major sightings over this Virginian 
community in the first weeks of November 1991. According to 
the information, large disc and cigar shaped objects were 
reported both by military and commercial pilots at high altitudes 
at incredible speeds. Some of the sightings occurred in daylight 
and involved close approaches to cruising military and civilian 
aircraft. One source indicates that the Pentagon inquired of 
the Washington D.C. FAA control center if they could confirm 
radar or visual trackings of some of the sightings. Reason stated 
by the Pentagon was a deep concern over some of the sightings 
and near collisions with military jets. The source is 
confidential, yet a reliable contact in the FAA.

PENNSYLVANIA,U.S.A.: Beginning in the month of December, reports 
emerged which continued during the month and into January of 
sightings in the North Western part of Pennsylvania and along 
the New Jersey Border of large brightly illuminated discs and 
cigar shaped objects appearing in the night sky. Residents of 
both states have brought this to attention of local news media 
which broke the stories. Channel 5 news broke one nocturnal 
sighting of rotating lights which were intercepted by a jet from 
Me Guire AFB only to have the pilot report that there was nothing 
to be seen. The activity continues and reports indicate that it 
has not died down.

BOOK REVIEW 


Leonard Stringfield has done it again. He has released 
his latest status report on the continuing research effort he 
has undertaken in gathering and airing fellow researchers and 
his own information on alleged UFO Crashes. These are not stories 
to entertain the children with around the fireplace, but serious 
research efforts by distinguished renowned investigators into 
the question of Alien Contact and what does our Government have 
that they are hiding from the world. Leonard, who is a old hand 
in the field of UFO Research, began to seriously collect this 
information as a concerted effort in the seventies. He recounts 
his first disclosures at a MUFON Conference in Dayton Ohio where 
he was subject to CIA intimidation in an effort to prevent his 
first release on UFO Crashes. He recounts his initial contact 
with the late Dr. Alan Hynek and their mutual efforts to 
establish credibility to UFO Crash material. After his first 
disclosures, material and contacts flowed in and he has published 
recent revelations that astound the research community. 

Take some of these cases he reveals: 

1) The late Dr. Hynek revealed that one of the Gemini missions 
was aborted early due to being followed by a UFO. Hynek was 
flown out to the carrier in the Pacific to personally debrief 
the terrified astronauts. 

2) The existence of a Top Secret NATO briefing paper in 1962 
that was distributed to all member nations establishing the 
existence of UFOs as interplanetary craft. The paper, drawn 
up in response to overflights during 1961, was a result of 

UFO activity that almost caused WWIII to break out between NATO 
and the Warsaw Pact nations due to the fly overs by these 
obj ects. 

3) The existence of another UFO Crash in the late forties at 
Crompton, N.M. which was discovered by passing motorists who 
photographed it. The resulting coverup did not hide the fact 
that days after the incident thousands of UFOs visited the skies 
over Crompton in the largest mass sightings in history. 

4) The ongoing research into Kecksburg and Roswell UFO Crashes 
and the important information uncovered on these two cases. 

The discovery of Gerald Anderson who may be the last living 
eyewitness to the Roswell Crash wreckage and bodies. 

5) The disclosure of a 1941 UFO Crash at Cape Girardeau, Missouri 
which was investigated by both Ray Fowler and Stringfield. 
Contacting the last surviving members of a family whose minister 
father was called out by the Army Air Force to administer last 
rites to an alien crew, they verify and bring to light this 
amazing story. If true, it would predate the Roswell incident 

by six years. 

6) New light is shed on the South African UFO Crash case of 
1990. The recent revelations by Dr. Arman Victorian have revealed 
the case not to be the suspected hoax it was thought to be. 

7) Several Soviet Crash retrievals are mentioned of rather 
important significance, including recovery of actual wreckage.8) 
The Moriches Bay Report in full is given serious attention 

and praise. 

Leonard Stringfield has written an excellent report. It 
is a must for the serious researcher and devotee to read. In 
Len's opinion, the veil has lifted some more and a closer view 
of the secret has been obtained.

Leonard Stringfield has become 
recognized as the leading expert and 
authority on UFO Crash Retrieval Information 
in the world. For our readers here is a 
concise biography of Mr. Stringfield. 

Leonard Stringfield was formerly 
Director of International UFO Research 
Network from 1953-1957, for the Civilian 
Research Interplanetary Objects, one of 
the world's largest organizations at the 
time. He helped publish their newsletter 
the "Orbit". 

He also worked with the Air Defense 
Command of the USAF between 1954-1957 and 
assisted in screening UFO reports for them 
in Ohio. He assisted the Condon Study Group 
in screening UFO reports for their scientific 
study between 1967-1969. In addition, he 
served as Public Relations Advisor for the 
now defunct NICAP between 1957-1970. He 
served on the Board of Directors for MUFON 
while also acting as a Associate Investigator 
for the Center for UFO Studies in the 1970s. 
In 1977, he served as an advisor to Prime 
Minister Sir Eric Gairy of Grenada, who 
was petitioning the U.N. to seriously 
investigate the subject of UFOs. 

He was President of the Cincinnati 
UFO Society in the 1950s where he lives. 

In 1981, he received the MUFON man of the 
year award. He worked as Director of Public 
Relations and Marketing Services for Du 
Bois Chemicals for 31 years until his 
retirement. He currently researches and 
investigates UFO Crash Retrieval Information 
and publishes periodic updates on his 
findings. He lives with his wife in 
retirement in Cincinnati where he bases 
his research efforts.

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THE LONG ISLAND SCENE: DECEMBER 1991. 


******* The month of December was a quiet month for LIUFON's 
dauntless team of investigators. The activity seemed to have 
died down for the month while Santa prepared for his yearly 
flight to deliver children's fantasies and joy for beneath the 
yule tree. ***** Yet in the waning days of 1991 LIUFON was still 
busy pursuing investigations into U.F.O. phenomenon in the 
metropolitan area, while reports of U.F.O. activity died down 
for the moment. ***** in the beginning of December James Lefante 
was interviewed concerning recent abductions that have occurred 
to him during the fall months. Periods of missing time and 
unexplained phenomenon were reported by James to LIUFON 
Investigators who recorded his reports for further study. James 
has reported that some of the events that have occurred to him 
recently are beyond his recall and may require hypnotic 
regression for further investigation. LIUFON agrees with James, 
since unlike his earlier reports, he seems to have been 
instructed by his abductors not to recall what may have happened 
to him. ****** The Medford Abduction Case is under continuous 
investigation with more information developing with the family 
involved. As per agreement with the family, most of the 
information around this amazing case has been deferred from 
public comment for the moment. The case is rather involved and 
appears to involve the whole family. When the time comes to 
report on the facts on this case, LIUFON will publish a full 
report in the Journal surrounding this event. ***** The West 
Islip case reported activity over the Holiday Season with some 
sort of physical entity appearing in the daughter's bedroom 
which did an examination on the young woman witness. This was 
also coupled with a rather strange report surrounding a late 
night incident which occurred to the young woman subject one 
night in the middle of December. She reported being summoned 
from her darkened living room where she had been watching T.V. 
that night. Alone, she reported some sort of electronic signal 
like a electronic buzz and a voice instructing her to go out 
the back door and stand in the backyard. Obeying the voice, 
she went to the back door and stopped when she saw the backyard 
was entirely unlit. She remembers standing there for ten minutes 
and then snapping out of the trance she was in. She does not 
know if she suffered any missing time or if she did obey the 
voice and go into the backyard. The signal sounds like the same 
sound picked up by LIUFON tape recorders in the spring. During 
a period in June LIUFON placed hidden tape recorders in the 
subject's bedroom where she was instructed to turn them on when 
she went to bed. During one night the tape recorder picked up 
the sounds of some one walking through the subject's bedroom 
closet, moving clothing and shoes while knocking over some object 
which made some loud noise. In the next instance, it was picked 
up by the tape recorder a faint electronic hum which caused 
the subject to respond verbally in a indiscernible mumble as 
if on command. ****** The tape was analyzed by Preston Nichols 
who did some extensive analysis which proved it to be some type 
of electronic signal which had six different wave lengths which 
were picked up by oscilograph analysis. It was clearly an 
artificial sound. **** LIUFON has a copy of the recording which 
is still under going tests. It should be noted that many 
abductees report their abductors using a wand which emits a 
similar sound during their abductions. If this is a recording 
of that instrument's electronic emission then it could be a 
major breakthrough for research. ***** And so December wasn't 
so inactive . at least for LIUFON. 30. ******************
